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ortugal is a warm, sunny, and beautiful 

land, richly coated with the patina of his- 
tory and generously dappled with gardens, 
which are among the finest and best-kept in 
the world. It possesses almost all the things that 
attract visitors from abroad: picturesque scen- 
ery, pleasant climate, friendly people, good 
food and wine, adequate hotels, if not cheap 
prices. And the Portuguese government, which 
discovered the economic value of the tourist 
dollar after the last World War, is doing 
everything it can to please its country’s visitors. 
For Americans they have eliminated the visa. 
Pan American World Airways will get you 
there from New York in 16 hours, as it did 
our Editor-in-Chief, Albert Kornfeld, whose 
recent trip (see contents page 65) inspired the 
Portuguese features in this issue. Following are 
a few of the things you can expect to find in 
different sections of the country. For a more 
detailed description of Portugal’s remarkable 
qualities, its people, and its gardens and archi- 
tecture, please turn to Sacheverell Sitwell’s 


article on page 96. 


| rer Some travelers will tell you emphat- 
ically that Lisbon is the most beautiful 
city in'the world, others that it is one of the 
most beautiful; but everybody agrees that it is 
beautiful, including its inhabitants who have 
created numerous ‘vantage points, or mira- 
douros, on its seven hills from which to enjoy 
it. The Avenida da Liberdade, broad and 
palm-lined, is one of Europe's great boule- 
vards, and along its mosaic sidewalks smartly- 
dressed women pass beside fisherwomen carry- 
ing baskets of eels on their heads. The food 
of the sea is at its best in Portugal and to 
sample it try Tavares, a small, elegant, French 
restaurant on the Rua da Misericórdia, or 
the Negresco, on the Rua Jardim do Rege- 
dor. Among Lisbon's notable sightseeing 
items are: 

р The National Museum of Royal Coaches 
on the Praca Afonso de Albuquerque, Belém. 
A truly extraordinary museum, it houses about 
60 carved and gilded coaches, some of which 
date from the seventeenth century. 

Jerónimos Monastery, on the banks of 
the Tagus at Belém. A majestic example of 
Manueline architecture with exquisite stone- 
work, soaring arches, and a regal dome. 

The Tower of Belém, a famous landmark 
on the Tagus at the entrance to the harbor. 


Combining Romanesque-Gothic and Moorish 


House & Garden’s Baedeker 


influences, it is interesting architecturally as 
well as historically. 

The Sé Cathedral, at Largo da Sé, near 
the river. Lisbon’s oldest religious monument, 
its foundations are thought to have belonged 
originally to a Moslem mosque, which was 
converted into a Christian place of worship by 
Portugal’s first king. 

The Basilica da Estrela, on the Praga da 
Estrela. A neoclassic monument set in a beauti- 
ful garden, its silhouette is one of Lisbon’s 
loveliest, the view from the dome, one of the 
most extensive. 

St. George’s Castle, on a hill in the east- 
ern quarter of the city, The outer walls and 
towers of this once-Moorish castle are all that 
remain, but it is still worth visiting. 

St. Vincent’s Church, in the eastern quar- 
ter. A renaissance building, it is notable for its 
cloisters decorated with tiles that depict fables 
and scenes of court life, its sacristy, enhanced 
by colored marbles, and its monastery, con- 
taining the Panthson of the Kings of the House 
of Braganza. 

The Botanical Gardens, along the Rua da* 
Escola Politécnica. Some 10,000 species of 
tropical and native flora may be seen, set among 
pools and sweeping stairways. 

The Forest of Monsanto, a hilltop park 
just outside of Lisbon. Although the trees are 
young, the park is nonetheless delightful with 
its swan lakes, peacocks, smooth lawns, and 
spacious vistas. 

The Estufa Fria, or greenhouse, in the 
Parque Eduardo VII. Surrounded by a maze 
of meandering paths that thread among tall 
trees, pools, and streams, is a quite extraordi- 
nary, cool greenhouse made of slatted wood 
in which tropical plants thrive.

ENVIRONS OF LISBON. Queluz, a little 
village about six miles from Lishon, is 
the Portuguese Versailles, and its royal 
palace and gardens are strongly remin- 
iscent of their French counterparts. The 
landscaping with its clipped boxed 
hedges, statues, lakes, and fountains 
reflects the influence of Lenótre. 


Estoril, about 30 minutes from 
Lisbon by either train or car, is a quar- 
tet of seaside Pedro,

pink villas and modern bungalows nes- 
tle among green parks and gardens. 
Besides a climate celebrated for its 
temperateness, you will find a casino, 
a medicinal spa, a golf course, tennis 
courts, and other vacationer's induce- 
ments, Some of the popular hotels are 
the Estoril Palácio, the Hotel do 
Parque, the Grande Hotel, Hotel Mira- 
mar, and Monte Estoril Hotel.

Cascais, a few minutes drive west 
of Estoril, along the coast, is a small 
and 


ancient town with a citadel in 


which the Portuguese royal family 
formerly lived, and where the President 
now stays in summer. The harbor is 
active with gaily-colored fishing boats, 
and on the beach you are likely to find 
stocking-capped fishermen mending 
their nets, 


Sintra, about 40 minutes inland 
from Lisbon, is the site of probably the 
world's most unusual piece of natural 
landscaping—the Jardim das Camelias, 
where Ferdinand, IT, titular king of 
Portugal, planted an entire mountain- 
side with camellias, rhododendrons, and 
azaleas. Lord Byron called Sintra ‘а 
glorious Eden.’ Richard Strauss claimed 
it was the ‘true enchanted garden of 
Wagner's Klingsor’ If you go there 
you will three Pena, 
perched on one of the Sintra moun- 
tains, a complex of Moorish towers and 
battlements, surrounded by a magnifi- 
cent park; the Castle of the Moors, 
crowning another peak; and the Palace 
of Sintra with its sumptuous Hall of 
Shields, Hall of the Magpies, Hall of 
the Swans, and Hall of the Moors, and 
its tile decorations, executed in the fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries. 


see palaces: 


Mafra, a town some 22 miles north- 
west of Lisbon, may be reached by 
train, but is more easily visited by car 
from Sintra. Its chief attraction is the 
convent-palace built in the first part of 
the eighteenth century for the Francis- 
can order. A monumental structure of 
880 rooms, 154 staircases, and a mag- 
nificent church, it was designed by a 


German arehitect, Johann Friedrich 
Ludwig, who used Portuguese marble, 
Brazilian woods, statues and other 
works of art from Italy, Belgium, 
France, and Holland. 


The Arrábida drive south from Lis- 
bon to the “three castles’ territory, is a 
scenic rival of the French Corniche. The 
castles in this case are Sesimbra, Arrá- 
bida, and Palmela. At Portinho da Ar- 
rabida, there is a pleasant hotel where 
you can eat without taking your eyes 
off the spectacular view. 


ÓBIDOS, ALCOBAGA, NAZARÉ. These three 
towns north of Lisbon can be visited 
by train or ear. If the latter, you might 
stay the night at the Sao Martinho Inn 
on a flower-covered hill near Caldas da 
on-Oporto

main road. Obidos is a fortified medi- 
eval borough with traces of Moorish 
occupancy, à royal palace, a Fourteenth-

he serene and spacious hours of the Victorian Era which Harold Sterner 
T in his painting are for most of us synonymous with “ће good old 
days.’ Our grandparents are popularly supposed to have lived happy lives, 
unpunctuated by catastrophes, unmarred by high taxes. They planned 
sensibly for the future, looked forward with confidence to a life of stable 
values. So it seems to us now, but let us ignore for a moment the imminence 
of H bombs and Internal Revenue Collectors to take a closer look at the 
picture. Were our grandparents’ lives so calm, so collected? What events 
did they live through? From 1861 to 1865: The Civil War. In 1865: epi- 
demics of yellow fever. In 1873: 5,000 business failures. In 1884: 10,968 
bank failures. In 1898: The Spanish-American War. Our parents too had 
their quota of national aches which affected their plans and pocketbooks. 
In 1906: an earthquake. In 1907: a stock market crash. In 1913: the first 
federal income tax. 1914-1919: World War I. In 1921: 20,000 business 
failures. In 1924: more floods. In 1929: the crash. These, of course, are 
only the highlights, too often forgotten or glossed over in the brief glances 
cast back at ‘the good old days.’ The truth is that our grandparents had 
difficult times, but they also had great courage. They may have been 
stymied, but they were not confused. They built with trust in the future, 
which is exactly what sensible young couples should do today. Every era 
has its special problems; it is never easy to balance the budget, but the 
important thing is to plan for tomorrow. for plans are the core of true 
happiness. Remember, you are as young as your faith and as old as 
your fears.

you've discovered the first clue in the series of events that led to 

the pavilion look, shown here and on the next 12 pages. Papilio 
is the Latin word for butterfly (and what better way is there to describe the 
light and airy feeling of these tents and houses? ). The French took it from there, 
and called the small, compact houses which Frenchmen built for pleasure, 
pavillons. Foremost among them is the famous pavillon that architect Gabriel 
designed for Mme. de Pompadour at Fontainebleau. Built in 1748, it is a national 
monument today, and lived in by the Vicomte de Noailles. Throughout Europe. 
detached buildings called pavilions dot the parks of great houses. These are ad 
where the archdukes went flying, where traveling cases were unpacked, where 
téte-à-téte lunches were laid out for attractive companions. In the 19th century, 
another version of the pavilion sprouted up in the gardens of England. Called 
a gazebo, it looked something like an elaborate bird cage, tortured with Victorian 
curlicues, but engaging.

Paul McCobb, who is well known for his furniture designs. Like 
the tents carried about by the pastoral tribes of Asia, by gypsies 
and traveling tinkers of England, and by the armies of all ages 
on their campaigns, these are places of shelter.

Pavilion living in Missouri 


In a suburb of St. Louis, a new kind о] cool, 


poolside living helps this family escape the heat of the city

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Cool and serene, the pavilion catches the breezes, steps down to a pool 


ome people think you have to go miles away from 
S home to escape summer heat and humidity. But Mr. 
and Mrs. Joseph Pulitzer, Jr., and their three-year-old 
son, Joe, spend the summer in an airy pavilion in Clayton, 
Missouri, just twenty minutes away from their town house 
in St. Louis. They move there the day the clock skips an 
hour and remain until the end of Daylight Saving Time. 


Their chief requirements were a large, screened-in room 


and a swimming pool. Elaborating on this idea, architects 
Bernoudy-Mutrux designed a screened-in pavilion that 
catches the breezes and seems to draw coolness from a 
pool ‘of water at its doorstep. It’s an innovation in the 


suburbs of St. Louis. which are by tradition conservative, 


but the neighboring houses are out of sight beyond old

shade trees that form a natural boundary for the property. 
The roof of the pavilion looks as if it is suspended in mid- 
air, but it is actually anchored to the site by angled steel 
columns; this kind of framework frees the walls and per- 
mits the use of sliding screens across the front of the liv- 
ing room and clerestory screens on the other three sides. 

The Pulitzers’ idea of a screened-in room developed 
into a combination living and dining room with floor-to- 
ceiling screens that slide open to the concrete terrace and 
pool. Canvas curtains on traverse rods can be drawn and 


buekled down during heavy rain and when the house is 


closed for the winter. Two large electric fans overhead 
help to circulate air from the clerestory openings. so the 


room remains cool as a (Continued on next page)

(Continued) cucumber all summer long. The only glass 
in the entire house is translucent glass in the north wall of 
the bedrooms, which during the winter can serve as stor- 
age rooms for valuable and vulnerable furniture. All the 
bedrooms are on the back of the house, and young Joe 
has a separate wing which opens out to a play yard 
equipped with a sandbox. When Joe goes to bed. the 
grown-ups can entertain in the living room and on the 
terrace without disturbing him. 

The mood of the decoration in the pavilion is a com- 
plete change from the town house, in which Mrs. Pulitzer 
mixes English furniture, chintz, and modern paintings. A 
simple, casual combination of natural materials and pas- 
tel colors makes the living room: (opposite) look as cool 
as it feels. Cypress walls, rubbed with white paint, are be- 
ginning to age to a pale, silvery color. The furniture is a 
mixture of practical, outdoor textures: rush, rattan, glass, 
cord, iron, and webbing. The cement floor is covered in 
a rugged, woven-fiber rug from Puerto Rico. From their 
distinguished collection of modern art, the Pulitzers se- 
lected paintings by Ernst Ludwig Kirchner, Paul Klee, 
Juan Gris, and Oscar Kokoshka, to contribute color and 
pattern to the otherwise neutral-toned background. In the 
picture far right, you see a painting by the German ex- 


pressionist Kirchner, on the wall above a rattan sofa 


which is covered in blue and green hydrangea-printed 
chintz. Just outside the living room, against the cypress 
wall is a strong oil by Raoul Dufy (the wide overhang 
of the roof protects it from sun and rain). 

The pavilion is a perfect setting for swimming and 
entertaining. Since it is within easy driving distance of 
St. Louis, friends of the Pulitzers are often invited for a 
swim followed by dinner. which might be anything from 
a curry specialty to a barbecue dinner cooked at the fire- 
place near the kitchen. Sit-down dinners are served at the 
iron table in the living room: buffet dinners are set up in 
front of the fireplace and small tables scattered around the 
room and out on the terrace. The pool is at the disposal 
of guests, and if they share their hosts’ enthusiasm for 
swimming (even young Joe swims, with the help of a life 
preserver), they will take advantage of the chance to cool 
off after a day in the stifling city. 

The living room and adjoining, concrete terrace 
command a clear view of the pool, which turned out to 
have just about the same proportions as the liv ing room. 
A lily pond was raised above the level of the terrace. A 
waterfall from the side of the pond produces sooth- 
ing sound effects on summer nights. There are provi-

How to plan 


Your own pavilion house 


that can 


he ideal vacation house is like a hammock: it in- 
= complete relaxation and suspends you from 
work. It combines the comforts of home with the free- 
dom of a holiday. It enables you to enjoy the out-of- 
doors, whether you build in a pocket of mountains 
or on a fringe of beach. To achieve all this, you have 
to give as much thought to the design and decoration 
of your vacation house as you give to any other home 
you live in. On these four pages is a home that anyone 
might plan to build, designed by William J. Hennessey 
for House & Garpen. Its chief asset is the freedom it 
gives you to divide your time between indoors and 
outdoors. This is managed by means of sliding glass 
panels and screens that transform all important rooms 
into open pavilions. The plan of the house is so flexible, 
you can adapt it to flat or sloping land, and can add 
or subtract rooms according to your requirements. Un- 
like the usual cottage or cabin in design, this one has 
the simple, uncluttered air of Japanese houses. The rea- 
son for looking 5,100 miles across the ocean for in- 
spiration is that many Japanese houses hold the key to

be built anywhere. for carefree summer living 


of line, and ease of upkeep. Reminiscent of Japanese 
architecture, the roof of this house is made of heavy 
shakes and is slanted and extended beyond the walls to 
divert sun and rain. Sliding glass panels that resemble 
shoji slide into pockets, and screens slide forward in 
their place. This flexible arrangement gives easy 
access to car, terrace, and waterfront without trekking 
through the entire house. On the side of the house fac- 
ing the street, windows are placed high for privacy. 
The solid parts of the house are made of wood, bleached 
to a natural finish. (For contrast, you can use plastic 
finishes in bright, poster colors.) Inside, instead of 
being foreshortened by a flat ceiling, the rooms are as 
high as the roof. The logs which form the framing of 
the roof are stripped and waxed and exposed to view. 
Redwood lends itself handsomely to this treatment, but 
you can use any wood native to the neighborhood in 
which you build. The glass panels and log framing not 
only create interesting patterns, one flat and geometric. 
the other three-dimensional, but also help to link the 
house to the out-of-doors. Even on days when it’s dreary

step down from the lanai is the living room, open to the 


view on three sides. In the center is a fireplace with a 
metal flue in the shape of a cone that leads your eyes 
straight up to the peak of the roof and gives the room 


an extra lift. The hearth is set off by a low stone wall 


that might easily be made wide enough for a seat. On 
warm days, when a fire would be superfluous, you 
might fill the area with flowers and plants. This way, 
it is.always a focal point for comfortable arrangements 
of furniture. From the living room, you step up to the 
dining room, and another assortment of textures. The 
floor (shown right) looks as if a number of trees had 
been felled and cleared, leaving their imprint in 
cement. Storage is built into the walls from floor to 
ceiling, saving floor space as well as constant dusting 
and polishing. Aluminum bar handles give the 
drawers and cabinets the appearance of mammoth tea 
chests. Sliding glass panels open the dining room out- 
doors to an adjoining terrace, paved in the same 
manner. Meals are prepared in the kitchen at the oppo- 
site end of the dining room. Compact as a pullman 
kitchen, it has built-in cabinets and a high bank of 
windows on the outside wall. Planned for easy enter- 
taining, the rooms open into each other, and the 
kitchen is in touch with the living areas as well as the

How two : 
American families 


live in Japan 


efore the advent of modern architecture, the dif- 
ferences between Japanese houses and our own 

were more notable than the similarities. Today, 
although we will probably never be so addicted to 


floor-sitting as they are, those of us who live in 


houges with sliding walls and open plans, our rooms 
intermixed with patios and courts, must feel a certain 
kinship with the Japanese way of life. For the sim- 
plicity, serenity, and sense of flowing space achieved 
in our best modern houses is precisely what the Japa- 
nese have long felt to be the architectural require- 
ments for domestic felicity. 

For this reason it is not surprising that both 
Japanese and Americans admire the house of Mr. 
and Mrs. Sterling W. Fisher in Tokyo. Designed by 
Antonin Raymond, an American with a partiality for 
the Orient, it combines western ideas of comfort with 
traditional Japanese taste, and manages to do so with- 
out straining either culture. The solution is a particu- 
larly happy one for its owners. Mr. Fisher is Gen- 
eral Manager of The Readers Digest Far East office, 
and he and his wife frequently entertain both Orien- 
tals and Occidentals. They find that their house 
makes everybody feel at home. 

The Fishers’ house sits on the ridge of a high 
hill overlooking parts of the city of Tokyo and, be- 
yond it, snow-capped Mount Fuji. Its low one-story 
facade, sheltered beneath a gently sloping roof, is 
unostentatious as Japanese facades are apt to be, so 
that the beauty of the interior will be heightened by 
contrast. Оп the north and entrance side there are 
no revealing picture windows. Instead solid walls and 
bamboo fences politely but firmly keep the outside 
world outside. On the south side, the house is open to

site for a house in Tokyo is not an easy thing 
А to come by. The city, which is the third largest 
in the world, has no zoning laws, and hence no such 
thing as a purely residential section. Prospective 
buyers must consider what undesirable buildings and 
industries are nearby while trying to foresee those that 
the future may bring. Consequently Mr. and Mrs. 
George Thomas Folster looked for over a year before 
they found their site in Ota-ku, just one block off the 
highway between Tokyo and Yokohama, and twenty 
minutes’ drive from the heart of the former. The con- 
venience to Tokyo was important as Mr. Folster is 
NBC Director for Radio and Television in the Far East 
and Mrs, Folster is a representative for such eminent 
writers as Winston Churchill, James Hilton, Somerset 
Maugham, John Steinbeck, and Ernest Hemingway, as 
well as most of the important music publishers. 

Their property, which once had an old Japanese 
house on it, sits some 30 feet above the street at one 
end, and is held in by a stone retaining wall with a 
border of pines and shrubs along the top. They chose 
it because it is bordered by a street and two lanes, 
and because the adjoining property and the land on 
the other sides of the lanes already have Japanese 
houses on them. 

Mrs. Folster, a non-practicing architect, designed 
their house herself. Since she admires Japanese cul- 
ture. but has never identified herself with it as in- 
tensely as the Antonin Raymonds have (see previous 
page), her white wood house with its blue-tile roof is 
not so much Japanese in structure as in details. Di- 
vorced from its setting, it would hardly surprise you 
in either California or Connecticut. The gardens, on 
the contrary, are predominantly Japanese. On the 
north side there are two small ones: a genkan, or Japa- 
nese entrance garden, beside the front porch, with a 
stone lantern, a yew tree, camellias, and other shrubs; 
and a nakaniwa with a lava rock ‘mountain,’ a minia- 
ture waterfall, and a goldfish pool in which grow iris, 


water lilies, and water hyacinths. On the south side

of the house at the eastern end of the lawn there is 
a carp pool, bordered with Japanese yews, pines, and 
azaleas, and behind it an old-fashioned American 
flower garden of annuals, perennials, and bulbs. 

In designing their house Mrs. Folster was in- 
fluenced by two considerations: the fact that she and 
her husband entertain frequently and that Mr. Folster 
works one day from 6 A.M. to 3 P.M., the next day 
from 3 P.M. to 3:30 A.M., and has to sleep at un- 
conventional hours. Entertaining consists mainly of 
formal dinner parties and large cocktail parties. Her 
problem was to plan a one-story house on a fairly 
small lot that could cope with both occasions. It was 
rather a case of wanting to have the cake and eat it 
too, and the pleasant part of this story is that Mrs. 
Folster has fixed it so they can. She designed a living 
room and dining room with folding doors that can be 
pushed back to throw the rooms together when desired, 
and ran a terrace past them with sliding glass doors, 
so that in summer both rooms, the terrace and garden 
can be used as one uninterrupted space. For the dining 
room she designed a table that seats six to eight and 
two matching tables which can be added to it when 


the guest list grows. (Continued on page 165)

Summer is 


for children 


A handbook on how to enjoy 


the hot weather season with your young 
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¢Ctummer comes with flower and bee’ and if you are a 
S parent. you'll discover that it’s also heralded by 
the closing of schools. This usually means that the Chil- 
dren’s Hour is extended to a period of time not captured 
by any clock. and you are faced with the problem of pro- 
viding healthy and constructive entertainment for your 
children, day in and day out, for a period of approxi- 
mately 75 days. Since it is difficult to sustain a child’s 


interest for a long period of time, we present on these 


pages ideas designed to get both you and the children 
through the summer (disregarding for the moment such 


excellent facilities as those to be found in summer camps) 


with a minimum amount of problems and maximum en- 
joyment for all. 

One of your best investments in time and money is a 
garden. It may not supplant modern methods used to ex- 
plain the “facts of life’ to children, but it can be an in- 
valuable supplement in demonstrating the abstract idea 
of growth. Mere words are not enough for children, They 
want to be shown what makes things tick. With them see- 
ing is believing. What better visual presentation of growth 
can they have than in following the development of 
plants from the sowing through sprouting, maturation, 


and into bloom? This, they will believe. 


It is a simple matter to interest a child in a garden. To 
hold this interest, however, requires thought and co- 
operative effort. Your own interest and a garden that is 
rewarding in produce are prime requisites. You should 
keep several things in mind when guiding your child in 
planting his first garden: 

l. Give him seeds large enough for his small hands to 
manage. Kolorcoat seeds, available in zinnias and sweet 
peas, are tinted to match the colors of the flowers they 
produce. Your child can plan color in the garden by arrang- 
ing these seeds to his own color preference. 

2. Let the children do the actual planting. 

3. For the most part, give children seeds to sow that are 
fast зргощегз. so that they will come up before your 


child's interest and enthusiasm go down. 


4. Select seeds of plants that are sufficiently sturdy to 


withstand the rigors of being pulled up, investigated, and 
replanted. Beans, corn, squash have amazing stamina. 

5. Make your child’s first garden plot small enough so that 
he can tend it himself without having it become an over- 
whelming chore. 

6. Be sure that the garden soil is rich and well prepared, 
not a forsaken corner of sterile earth. The first garden 
ought to produce rather spectacular results to encourage 
a child’s future interest. 

7. Don't consider it naughty if the child digs up the seeds 
to see what is going on. It’s a perfectly normal reaction. 
However, you can sometimes cut down on such forays by 
a demonstration of what is happening down under the 
ground. ‘Plant’ a seed between a dampened blotting paper 
and the side of a glass tumbler. Keep the blotting paper 
damp and the seed will soon sprout and send out little 
rootlets, Explain to your child that a similar process is 
going on underground, only more slowly. 

8. Make it clear to children that it is the raking, water- 
ing, and weeding that make it easier for the seeds to sprout 
and grow healthy. When they understand this, such 
activities are elevated above the status of chores. 

9. Concentrate on plants that have natural appeal for chil- 
dren—bright-colored blossoms, and gourds that can be 
made into playthings later on. Vegetables, of course, carry 
their own appeal. Children are not ‘wild’ for vitamins, but 
the mere fact of having helped the production stimulates 
the consumption. A happy thought for mothers! 

10. Try planting some fast-growing seeds in the shape of 
your child’s initials. It’s fascinating when carrot tops pop 


up in rows that spell out ‘Betty’ or ‘Bob.’ 


Aside from the value of a garden as a demonstration of 
the process of growth, there is merit in the mere estab- 
lishment of routine that garden care demands; the sense 
of responsibility; the health benefits of outdoor activities; 
the thrill a child receives from having contributed to the 
family food and floral supply; and the opportunity to 
encourage a family-shared activity. Give your child a 


green thumb and you will be introducing him to a healthy 
activity for the present, and opening a door to a hobby 
that will afford valuable relaxation and pleasure in 
adult years, 

It is well to have other ideas in reserve (bring them out 
one at a time) as your child's interest wanes in the cur- 
rent activity. You might buy a little packaged pool which 
you can inflate and fill with water. One made of Koroseal 
holds 5-6 inches of water and will accommodate a host 
and one or two friends. The pool is also an excellent 
waylay station enroute from the garden to the house, sav- 
ing you the necessity of going through the motions of a 


mid-morning cleanup in the bathroom. 


Children enjoy a feeling of possession and, just as adults 
need to retreat for a time into their own private world, 
so a child needs a house that is truly his. In summer he 
is likely to collect a variety of objects not usually asso- 
ciated with the best housekeeping instincts. In case you 
would prefer to keep such fascinating collections as shells, 
beach balls, a pet turtle or frog in quarters other than 
your own, a playhouse you could set up even in a small 
yard will serve not only as a museum for natural art but 
as background for a variety of games involving such 
historical names as Captain Kidd, Cinderella, or, more 
timely, Space Cadet. There ате, of course, a variety of 
games ranging from a new tennis-handball game that 
needs no special court layout to such standbys as a croquet 
set or a ball and bat. And since you and your children 
will share many of the summer’s activities together, don’t 
forget the child-size cots for napping or outdoor sunbath- 
ing which you can set up on the terrace, along with your 
chaises and wrought-iron furniture, when the entire family 
congregates for late-afternoon refreshments. All in all, you 
may find that summer is a time for sharing the mutual 
interests and enjoyments of the entire family, and you may 
be just a little nostalgic for those ‘lost summer days’ when 
school reopens and your children are once again in that 
little world of their own.

I do not believe there can be any floral effect in 
Europe so violent in colour as the massed geraniums 
in front of the Casino at Estoril, using the word 
‘massed’ in the sense that we talk in England of 
the massed bands of the Brigade of Guards. The 
geraniums grow in Portugal as the cactus grows in 
Mexico; you can grow a geranium hedge as strong 
* in England. 


Another instantaneous memory, this time of Lisbon, 


and impenetrable as a hawthorn hed 


is of the fishwives climbing the steep hilly streets, 
their creels of fish upon their heads, with a handker- 
chief or shawl knotted round their shoulders that 
in its particular green and yellow evokes Portugal. 
But Portugal is an Atlantic, not а Mediter- 
ranean, land. You must look in it for hints of Ireland, 
of the Outer Hebrides, of Brittany, or Cornwall. This 
is not Naples, Palermo, or Seville. And indeed its 
strongest characteristic is that Portugal is not in the 
least like Spain. It has no Flamenco music. There 
is no crackle of castanets. At the first, you may won- 
der how a country can survive, so near Spain, and 
yet be so different. For there is no natural frontier. 
And yet everything changes within a hundred yards. 
No one speaks, or understands, a word of Spanish. 
Trees, and whole woods appear, which are rare in 


Spain. The stocking cap, national headwear of 


Portugal, is to be seen. And at the first village or 
railway station, you are aware that you are in a land 
of blue and white tiles or azulejos. This is Portugal; 
Spain and the rest of the world are left behind. 

At Oporto, and in other parts of the country, 
too, you may see the whole front of a church de- 
signed, pictorially, as one big composition in blue 
and white tiles. And there is the famous and beauti- 
ful swimming tank at Queluz, where the whole bot- 
tom of the pool is a fleet in full sail—in blue and 
white tiles. Other palaces have staircases, with a serv- 
ant or footman lining every stair in tiles; while the 
colonnades of the Spanish Embassy at Palhava, out- 
side of Lisbon, one of the most beautiful of the old 
Palaces. have tiled pictures of horses of the haute 
école. There is no end to the fantasy that the Portu- 
guese have expressed in their azulejos; and the blue 
and white tiles and the curious tilt to many of the 
Lisbon roofs give an air of chinoiserie in Portugal, 
and remind us that the Portuguese are still holders of 
Macao, the oldest European colony in China, on the 
mainland opposite Hong Kong. 

There are many ways of coming into Portugal. 
You can enter from Seville by way of Elvas, the 
town of sugarplums, with colour-washed houses, 
one of the excellent hotels or pousadas sponsored by 
the government, and an octagonal chapel tiled to its 
roof with azulejos, a building unique of its kind, the 
sight of which makes you want to rub your eyes in 
wonder where you are. Or you can come into Portu-

Te of looking at a rainbow close up. If each color 
seems intense and magnified, and slightly hot in the 
sun, you already know a great deal about the colors of 
Portugal. Imagine bold patterns of flowers, birds, and 
hearts adorning everything from tablecloths to fishing 
boats, and you have an idea of its beguiling motifs. Then, 
remember that Portuguese navigators discovered more than 
a fifth of the known world, and you have the clue to bits 
of India and the Orient that crop up in Portuguese designs. 

Because the Portuguese have a passion for glorifying 
even the simplest details of daily living (you are apt to see 
loaves of bread shaped like birds), American designers 
and decorators have found fresh inspiration in their archi- 
tecture, crafts, and handiwork. If you like to live with sun- 
swept colors, you will find a gay, clear palette of bright 
reds, yellows, blues, and blue-greens in the dadoes of Por- 
tugal’s color-washed houses. 

If you like the cool texture of tile, you may borrow 
time-tested ideas from Portugal for using tile more deco- 
ratively and over larger areas, perhaps covering an entire 
wall, as in the room on the opposite page, to create a dra- 
matic effect of textured stripes. The combinations of tex- 
tures inspired by Portugal are as endless as your powers 
of invention. The typical fisherman’s garb of vivid tartan 
shirt and black-tasselled stocking cap, for instance, sug- 
gests a unique way to ornament a simple plaid fabric on 
a chair or stool. Or to vie bold-patterned rugs with small 
checks or dots (you see more polka dots in Portugal than 
anywhere else in the world!) ; then emphasize the simpler 
prints with overscale pompons, tassels, or fringe.

His materials, some leafy and 
exotic, others with a woodland freshness, did not come from 
far-away places at great expense.

How to install 


and finish wood walls 


Attractive wall materials that are simple to install and easy 
to maintain: any young couple remodeling their house wants 
these as a matter of course. So did Mr. and Mrs. Walter Tan 


Fischman, week-end builders, when they rebuilt their Con- 


necticut house and barn. Their solution, and one that is wic 


applicable, was to take advantage of today's abundance of 


woods, wallboards and plywoods for interior finishing. The 
wallboards are made of gypsum, wood and other fibers such 
as cane, paper pulp. and asbestos cement. Some have insulating 
or acoustical value, some are fireproof, and they are delivered 
from the factory with various decorative surfaces, The plywood 
panels are available in a remarkable number of wood finishes 
and are extremely strong. Best of all, both wallboard and 
plywood panels are relatively inexpensive. 

Since the panels come in convenient sizes—four feet by 
cight feet being the most common—they are easy to handle and 
do not need a lot of cutting before being placed in position. 
Тре wide choice makes it easy to find an appropriate kind of 
wall covering for each room. Our week-end builders also used 
Philippine mahogany in certain parts of the house and plywood 
planks in others. They also used some attractively aged old barn 
siding which they found on their property when they bought it. 

This kind of dry wall construction is an excellent substitute 
for plaster, as it eliminates the time-consuming drying-out 
period, as well as the possibility of future cracking. In the 
accompanying photographs we show you how they lined sev- 
eral of their walls with wood. For additional information 
see the list of materials on page 162, and write to House & 


Garden Reader Service for Week-end Builders data sheet No. 5. 
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1. Before any wall coverings were applied 10” x 2" 
wood furring strips were nailed horizontally across 
the studs, one at top, one at bottom, and two equally 
spaced between, The middle strips were nailed first 
at one end, then leveled by eye. Wall materials 


were later nailed vertically to the face of strips. 


Д, Tongue and groove boards of Philippine mahog- 
any were nailed on one at a time, Each board was 
placed so that the groove in one edge fitted into 
the tongue on the edge of the previously nailed 


board. Here, two boards are being fitted together, 


by hammering on block so as not to injure groove. 


3. Each board was nailed to all four furring strips 


with a finishing or cut nail. The nail was driven in 
through the tongue edge of the plank, hammered 
at an angle for greater strength and so it would 
not interfere with interlocking. The last half inch 


was driven in with nail set, and sunk below surface. 


4. After all of the boards were nailed in 
place, they were covered with one coat of 
shellac which had been diluted with dena 
tured alcohol. It was brushed into the wood 
with a wide brush. This sealed the pores and 


stiffened protruding fibers. Before applying 


clean wood surfaces with soft cloth. 


shellac, 


9. Besides the barn siding and mahogany panel- 
ing, plywood planks were used on walls, The 


kind shown here is 18” wide with grooves cut in 


$. It comes from the factory already 


sanded, lacquered and waxed; but if ther 


any grime on its surface, this should be re- 


moved with very fine steel wool and paste wax. 


10. As each new panel of plywood was fitted 


into place the groove along one edge was inter- 


locked with the groove in the edge of the pre- 


viously fitted panel. The other edge of the new 
panel was fastened to a stud by nailing through 
metal clips (provided with the planks) which 
fitted into the grooves. With this process the 


builders did not need to nail through plywood. 


5. The coat of diluted shellac dried in less than an hour. 
Then the roughened wood fibers were sanded off before the 
next and final finish was applied. Fine sandpaper was used, 
wrapped around a hand-sized block of scrap wood. Our build 


ers rubbed up and down with the grain of the wood, trying to 


use as even an amount of pressure as possible over the entire 


area. They renewed the sandpaper when it became worn down. 


ь. 


6. Final finish was clear spraying lacquer, 
thinned with lacquer thinner and applied 
with a CO2 spray gun. This was left to dry 
overnight, then a heavy paste wax was 
wiped on with a clean cloth and rubbed 
with very finest steel wool. This provided 


a soft mat surface, one easy to keep clean. 


7. At far left, the week-end builders are 
preparing the old barn siding which they 
used on some interior walls, Those with 
ragged edges were ripped straight with 
the circular saw attachment to their com 
bination power tool. Then, using the 
jointer attachment to the same tool they 


made tongues and grooves on long edges. 


8. The barn siding was nailed on in exact 
ly the same manner as the mahogany panel 
ing. However, the boards butted up against 
one of the timbers in the ceiling. Since 
many of the old boards were uneven, in 
length, each piece was carefully measured 


and sawed to fit against the ceiling timber,

Make your house an oasis during the dog days 


Why not beat the heat this year by taking advantage of the many aids, 
natural and man-made, that are at your disposal? Individual solutions de- 
pend on a number of factors: geographic location, orientation and archi- 
tectural design. But no matter where you live there are plenty of methods 

А А 2» today for keeping your home many degrees cooler than the temperature 
Planning for proper ventilation, outside. Let nature help. Trees and shrubs, properly placed, will bathe walls 
and roof in welcome shade, especially important on the south and west 
sun control, and cooling will help sides of the house, since these bear the brunt of the hot mid-day and late 

afternoon rays. Walls that soak up sun radiate heat and are the principal 
keep your home comfortable reason for indoor discomfort. You can put this heat to rout by cross venti- 


lation, Give prevailing breezes plenty of chance to circulate in the house 


through properly designed windows and vents. Be sure they fan through 
the space you live in, the area within six feet of floor level. Draw cool night 
air from the bottom to the top of the house with an attic fan located in the 


upper-floor ceiling. Prevent moisture and condensation by letting air circu- 


late through basement, foundation, crawl space and attic. If your plans are 
in the blueprint stage, make use of architectural tricks—wide, overhang- 
ing eaves and egg-crate trellises—to control overhead penetration of the 
sun's rays. Where air is too dry or too humid, air-conditioning, either for 
a single room or for the entire house, will bring coolness endowed with

The well-known music writer, David Ewen, 
describes England's Benjamin Britten, whose 


new opera, ‘Gloriana, will be performed

| Internationally acclaimed for his operas ‘Peter Grimes’ and 
‘Billy Budd, Benjamin Britten is a composer whose fecund and 


original talent has helped greatly to revitalize English opera 


Not since Verdi and Puccini has there been an opera com- 
poser whose every new work is awaited with feverish anticipa- 
tion by the music world, and whose every première becomes an 
event of international importance. 

Such a composer is England’s Benjamin Britten, Ever since 
1945, when Peter Grimes burst upon us with the impact of an 
atomic blast, Britten has unquestionably been the most widely 
acclaimed opera composer of our generation. Each new opera 
of his has been preceded by a fanfare of publicity heard around 
the world. Thus the world première of his last opera, Billy Budd, 
in London on December 1, 1951, was attended by a ballyhoo 


accorded few operas of recent memory. Its first performance 


outside England, at the Paris Exposition of Masterpieces of the 
20th Century a year ago, was the most looked-for and the most 
widely discussed attraction of the entire festival; and its sub- 
sequent American première, over the television screen, attracted 
nationwide attention and comment. 


In the next few months, several important events in Europe 


will count on Britten’s popularity to provide glamour and si 


nificance to the proceedings. The most important is, of course, 
the Coronation in London. The festivities will include many 
important theatrical and musical events, but the world premiére 
of Britten’s latest opera promises to be the Number One attrac- 
tion. For Britten has been commissioned by the Crown to write 
a new opera expressly for this occasion: Gloriana, based on 
Elizabeth and Essex. 

Britten operas will also be heard at festivals in Berlin and 


Venice. The Berlin festival will feature the German premiére of 


Billy Budd, while that in Venice 
yet untitled opera.

steep hills and the tilted eaves to the 
roofs redouble its exotic air. 


All visitors to Portugal hurry along 
the wide street, with beds of canna in 
the middle, to Belém where they will 
get their first taste of the Manueline 
style in the old abbey built, according 
to story, with the first gold brought 
back by Vasco da from the 
Orient. The cloister of Belém is unique, 
but not improved by the shrill clatter of 
the orphan children quartered there. 
Opposite, a little further along the road 
to Estoril, is the most enchanting of all 
folk-museums, a rich field for the fash- 
ion designer and decorator, inexhaus- 
tible in its bright colours and in the 
ideas it yields for every project under 
And, of course, the golden 
coaches of Belém are to be seen again 
and again. There is nothing like them in 
the world.

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terns, and black stocking caps; and 
their womenfolk in funeral black are 
as immobile as statues. The sardine 
boats, drawn ashore by relays from the 
twenty-four oxen which spend the rest 
of their lives sleeping on the sands, have 
high, painted poops, so unlike any boats 
ever seen that they could well be Phoe- 
nician. A nearby promontory is called 
Peniche, for further proof, and it is 
not far from Nazaré that little pottery 
figurines of what is, unmistakably, the 
Phoenician Ashtoreth with serpents at 
her bosom, are sold in the ge mar- 
kets, Other boats, even more intriguing 
in design, are the esguichos and moli- 
ceinos, swan-necked barges that carry 
salt, and are to be seen a little farther 
north, in the lagoons around Aveiro. A 
pair of excellent monographs, with col- 
oured drawings, have been published 
on the boats of Aveiro, but there is no 
book, curiously, on the fishing boats of 
Nazaré. At Aveiro, too, there is the 
Rococo Convent of Jesus, with one of 
the most beautiful golden interiors in 
Portugal, only matched by a golden 
chapel at Faro, far down on the south- 
ern coast, on the way to Cadiz, and by 
the Convent of Santa Clara in Oporto. 


It may have been English families 
connected with the wine trade who first 
planted camellias at Oporto. Every 
traveller to Northern Portugal has 
noted them. Franz Liszt, in one of his 
letters, writes that he is planning to 
send back cartfuls of 
Madame d’Agoult from Oporto, And 
now, in the reviving interest for camel- 
lias among garden lovers in America, 
it is in the gardens round Oporto that 
some of the lost old varieties of camel- 
lias may be found. Northern Portugal is

| in many other respects the most inter- 


esting part of the whole country. And 


| it is, pre-eminently, a land of Rococo. 


San Francisco, a church at Oporto 
down near the harbour, can only be 
described in the French phrase ruti- 
lante de dorures. It is one of the richest 
of the golden grottoes into which the 
Portuguese turned their churches; so 
intricate in gilding that the eye can 
scarcely grasp the detail. The Portu- 
guese have, perhaps, the prettiest imagi- 
nation in colour of all European peo- 
ples. In Northern Portugal the churches 
are, as to the exterior, of whitewash and 
gray granite; it is in the interior that 
fantasy has run riot. But what imagina- 
tion the too, to the granite 
and white stucco! Bom Jesus, for in- 
stance, with its fountains and pavilion, 
and its flights of steps; and Lamego, a 
pilgrimage church on the same plan, 
not so well known as Bom Jesus, but, 
perhaps, more charming still. Where 
else but in Portugal, and I have the 
cathedral at Braga particularly in mind, 
will you find an organ case with statues 
of mermaids and satyrs? A day or two 
in Northern Portugal will persuade you 
that during the 18th century these re- 
mote provinces must have been a bu- 
colic paradise. There is something so 
natural and spontaneous in this flower- 
ing of the minor arts. Some of them are 
still surviving. No one, who has the 
chance, should fail to see the printed 
linens of Guimaraes, already mentioned 
in this article; or to take a look at 
the coastal town of Viana do Costelo, 
where the local costume is still worn, 
scarlet dresses for the peasant women 
who come in to market from nearby 


can bring, 


villages, with a rarer blue, not so often 
seen, and coming from but one locality. 


There is so much else in the North- 
ern Provinces of Portugal. This is the 
habitat of one of the most delicately 
lovely of all wild flowers, the dwarf 
or fairy narcissus—triandrus albus or 
Angel’s Tears, and the bulbicodium or 
hoop-petticoat; and with a little en- 
quiry trayellers visiting this region in 
the spring will see these miniature daf- 
fodils in their native homeland. What 
else besides? The most Rococo of all 
country houses in Portugal, Villa 
Mateus, outside Vilareal, from which 
comes the vin rosé of the same name; 
in a flagon-shaped bottle with a charm- 
ing picture of the villa on the label, 
perhaps the best of all vins rosés ever 
tasted, but misnamed, for the wine is 
really the colour of orangeade. 


What else is there to see in Portu- 
gal? Perhaps it is best expressed in 
short phrases from which those inter- 
ested can select what strikes their eye. 
We begin, then, coming south again 
down the middle of Portugal parallel 
to the frontier with Spain. Guarda has 
narrow streets of small palaces, all with 
fine balconies, and a cathedral like a 
toy fortress; Viseu has more palaces 
and primitive paintings. Coimbra is the 
Siena or Toledo of Portugal in a lovely 
countryside. Its University Library is 
yet another of the extravagances of 
King Joao V, resulting in a library hall 
only matched in magnificence by that 
in the Hefburg at nna, a glorious 
affair of three rooms lacquered in seal- 
ing-wax red and in two shades of green. 
Not far from Coimbra, in a forest of 
rare trees sent back by early mission- 
aries to the Orient, is the hotel at Bus- 
saco, built in Manueline style for King 
Carlos by a former scenepainter at the 
Opera House in Lisbon, and fantastic 
as any castle of the mad King Ludwig 
of Bavaria, Twenty years ago the com- 
forts of this former hermitage turned 
into a Royal Palace were of a hallucina- 
tory order for it was the only luxurious 
hotel in Portugal, and jolting towards 
it along the horrible roads, one felt it 
was a mirage and could not be true. 
A curiosity of another order is the hotel 


at Evora, in Alentejo, housed in the | 


former palace of the Inquisition, where 
the torture chambers are just below the 
present dining room. Evora has another 
of the Romanesque churches that look 
like a child’s toy fort; and you can con- 
tinue still further south to Praia da 
Rocha, on the coast, which has the best 
climate in Europe, by way of Beja 
where the Portuguese Nun wrote her 
famous love-letters in a convent of 
lustre tiles, and where a military band 
plays music by Albéniz and Granados 
in the public square. Other memories 
of Portugal to bring back are of the 
bloodless bullfights, and the superb 
horsemanship and embroidered Louis 
XV dress of the cavaleiros, quite differ- 
ent from those of Spain. Someone, too, 
may import a water-spaniel from the 
Algarve, a race of dogs that has never 
yet been taken out of Portugal, black 
and white poodles, as odd looking as 
heraldic lions. There is more that is 
unknown of Portugal than of any land 
in Europe; and all of it has character, 
as have the water-spaniels that go out 
fishing with their masters, and help to 
haul the nets ashore.

Plastic equipment, fold-away tents 


make it hard to ‘rough it’ today 


Ours is a rugged family. And prac- 
tical. And not superstitious. Recently 
a nephew of mine and his roommate at 
Harvard bought a hearse and drove to 
Alaska via the Alean Highway. 


The price was right for a used car 


| of fairly recent vintage, and the dealer 


assured the boys that it had never been 
raced. Removing the velvet draperies 
and the roller in the back, they re- 
placed two of the big windows with 
copper screens, threw in their sleeping 
bags, and assured themselves of com- 
fortable nights the 
weather. 


regardless of 


This proved a wise move because 
the nights were about the only times 
they had any comfort at all. The famous 
Alcan Highway turned out to be any- 
thing but a four-lane turnpike com- 
plete with clover leaves; strategic to be 
sure, it resembles the Burma Road 
more than one of Hitler's Autobahns. 
And the farther north you go, the 
larger and more ferocious are the mos- 
quitoes you encounter. 


If you want to drive to Alaska (but 
don’t want to camp out in a hearse), 
you can travel independently of hotels, 
motels, and even tents in an even more 
practical and luxurious manner: op- 
tional equipment in the 19, Nash 
Ambassador and Statesman models 
are front seats with backs that can be 
adjusted (separately) to five positions, 
including flat out to form a pair of beds 
that measure 65 inches across—wider 
than the standard double bed. These 
seats are also practical in an ordinary 
long trip when you want to make time; 
one person can spell the driver while 
he sleeps comfortably stretched out full 
length. You can get plastic screens 
that fit into the window apertures, 


As to equipment, nylon, Vinylite 
and other plastics are contributing 
their qualities of durability, lightness, 
compactness, and imperviousness to 
water and mildew in the latest versions 
of camping fundamentals, 


There are fold-up water buckets 
made of transparent Vinylite, which 
are approved by the Boy Scouts, no 
less. Dish pans and wash basins of the 
same plastic will help conserve the wa- 
ter you've hauled from a spring or 
mountain stream. A six-ounce drinking 
cup is fine for hot coffee. 


Vinylite food bags which come in 
several sizes, six to 20 inches deep, 
not only keep whatever you pack in 
them fresh and sanitary, but let you 
see the contents without opening 
them. 


Air mattresses made of gum-coated 
nylon vulcanized under pressure are 
really light (4% pounds), and durable; 
inside partitions keep you from wob- 
bling about, Nylon air pillows are also 
compartmented, Abercrombie & Fitch 
in New York City carries these and also 
sells a small bulb-type air pump which 
you can operate by hand or foot. 


We'll get to nylon rainwear in a 
moment. Meanwhile you ought to know 
about the umbrella tent which one per- 
son can actually erect without assist- 
ance. Pyramidal in shape, the center 
pole has been eliminated, allowing 
more efficient use of the space inside. 
The supporting structure is lightweight 
tubular steel; so are the stakes and 
the poles for a six-foot canopy in front 
of the opening. The covering and sewn- 
in floor are made of sturdy waterproof 
duck. When the front ‘door’ (a flap 
that rolls up) is opened, a mosquito 
net, which is closed with a long zipper, 
combines with screened windows to 
allow cross ventilation. Though the 
height at the eaves is six feet and 
the floor is more than nine by nine, the 
tent, poles and all, weighs only 68 
pounds and packs into a carrying bag 
4 long and 10” in diameter. 


The list of camping luxuries in- 
creases every year, so much so that you 
could fill your car so full that you'd 
have to provide snorkels for passengers. 
A man who likes his drinks cold will 
be willing to forego some other luxuries 
to provide room for a small efficient 
Arga ice chest. It is made of Presd- 
wood, 13" high, 2315" long, lined with 
stainless steel, insulated with Fiber- 
glas and has a hinged cover sealed with 
a rubber gasket. Ice lasts more than 24 
hours and keeps the food compartment 
at 50 degrees. This, of course, would 
make an excellent picnic hamper. 


Hikers, of whom there are more 
every year, have to shun such heavy 
comforts. Food and feet are their first 
considerations; they carry each other, 
so to speak. 


Since some of the best wildernesses 
nowadays are in the National Parks 
where hunting is forbidden, and since, 
furthermore, every state has closed sea- 
sons on game, the hiker can’t live off 
the land, and must therefore lug in 
on his back all the food he needs for 
his journey as well as the other neces- 
sities for existence: clothing, shelter, 
and a means of making fire. 


АП this makes for a heavy pack, 
and hiking in the mountain air de- 
velops a hearty appetite, so many of the 
dehydrated foods developed during the 
war have been eagerly adopted. The 
saving in weight and bulk is extraor- 
dinary. А peck of potatoes weighing 
15 pounds is reduced to two pounds; 
all you have to do is soak them in wa- 
ter in order to replace what you haven't 
had to carry. 


With watery vegetables such as 
tomatoes and spinach, the reduction 
is even greater—from 18 pounds to one. 
Eighteen eggs are reduced to eight 
ounces, so you can estimate the reduc- 
lion in space, spoilage, and breakage. 
In addition to powdered soup mixes, 
vegetables and rice dinners, etc., you 
can even get powdered maple syrup for 
pancakes.

The composition has deep treads to 
give traction over pine needles and 
stony terrain. 


I've had good results with a water- 
proof shoe dressing sold by the famous 
L. L. Bean of Freeport, Maine. Tt can 
be used on leather gloves as well as on 
boots and moccasins. Since it contains 
no grease to ruin the rubber, it is safe 
to use on leather-topped rubber boots. 
I also suggest 'Dewarte 
that comes in a tube; after this is dry, 
you can apply wax and work up a good 
shine.

No matter how well a shoe fits, no 
matter how comfortable it seems, it 
should be thoroughly broken in around 
home. Old-timers are horrified by the 
idea of anyone’s starting on a hike in 
a new pair of boots. As a matter of 
fact, they advise a tenderfoot to harden 
his feet by soaking them in a salt water 
or tannic acid solution at intervals be- 
fore a hike. If, in spite of this, your 
heels or joints begin to get sore, stop 
immediately and tend to them; if you 
wait until the end of the day’s trek 
you'll probably develop blisters and 
then possibly infection. A Band-Aid on 
the chafed spots will probably do the 
trick. Experienced hikers who realize 
that their feet are not in condition often 
tape up the vulnerable spots before 
they set out.

Socks аге very much а matter of 
personal choice. I prefer lightweight 
wool even in very hot weather, but men 
who can’t stand the feel of wool on their 


feet often wear a cotton or silk sock un- 
derneath the wool. Socks knitted of 
yarn such as Viyella, in which cotton 
is with wool, don’t shrink 
and wear very well: Wool and nylon 
socks are practically indestructible.

nervously. Even in speaking to a friend 
he will, at intermittent periods, sud- 
| denly spring from his seat and walk up 
and down as he talks. His favorite meth- 
| od of relaxation is to drive his Rolls 
Royce through the English countryside 
at breathtaking speed. His usual man- 
ner of thinking out his compositorial 
problems, away from his work desk, is 
to take long, lonely strolls along the 
beach in Aldeburgh, Suffolk, where he 
lives; his hands are in his pockets, his 
face is tense, and his movements, brisk 
and athletic. 


He confesses that the sea—whose 
presence is felt so keenly in his two 
finest operas, Peter Grimes and Billy 
Budd—was also prominent in his child- 
hood world, ‘My parents’ house direct- 
ly faced the sea and my childhood was 
colored by the fierce storms that some- 
limes drove ships onto our coast and 
ate away whole stretches of the neigh- 
boring cliffs. The sea has remained a 
potent influence in my life. 


His father was a dental surgeon; 

his mother, an excellent amateur pian- 
ist. He himself was so extraordinarily 
precocious in music that his exploits 
inevitably encouraged comparison with 
those of the child Mozart. “Рау pano; 
he would whimper when he was only 
two years old. After his mother started 
| teaching him, he monopolized the piano 
| to such an extent that he was the de- 
| spair of an older brother and two sisters 
| who also wanted to play. In his seventh 
| year he took scores of symphonies and 
| operas to bed and read them with the 
open-eyed fascination that children 
now usually reserve for comic books. 
Two years later, he completed the writ- 
ing of an oratorio and a string quartet, 
By the time he was sixteen, he had 
produced a symphony, six string quar- 
tets, ten piano sonatas, and many small- 
er works. И is interesting to remark 
that Britten thought well enough of 
this music to use some of its melodie 
material in a comparatively mature 
work, Simple Symphony, written in 
1934. 


He attended the Gresham School, 
in Holt. Norfolk, where he was adept 
at mathematics, the sciences, cricket, 
and tennis, He would have liked to play 
rugby. too, but he was afraid of in- 
juring his sensitive pianist's hands and 
he decided to study the viola instead. 
Before he graduated, Britten began 
studying with the distinguished British 
composer, Frank Bridge, whose influ- 
ence on his early development pro- 
found, as Britten himself readily con- 
cedes. More music study 
egan in 1930 when Britten was en- 
rolled in the Royal College of Music. 
| For three years he was a pupil of 
Arthur Benjamin and John Ireland. His 
facility in learning and his instinctively 
correct creative judgement were a con- 

| tinual of amazement to his 
teachers.

His 
serious works were soon heard at festi- 
| vals of the International Society for 
| Contemporary Music; one of these, the 
Variations on a Theme oj Frank Bridge, 
for orchestra, heard in London in 1938, 
established young Britten's reputation 
in England.

With war imminent in Europe, 
ritten, an avowed pacifist, decided to 
settle in the United States. For six 
months he shared a Brooklyn apartment 
with the poet, W. H. Auden. Living 
there proved a hectic affair. as writers, 
poets, musicians, and theatrical people 
of all sorts drifted in and out at all 
hours. They not only made Britten's 
apartment a convenient rendezvous, but 
frequently lived there for extended 
periods, Britten had to find a quieter 
refuge if he expected to do serious 
work. He found it in a private house 
in Amityville, Long Island, where he 
remained for the next three years. 


The major works that occupied him 
at this period were his first opera, Paul 
Bunyan, and the Sinfonia da Requiem, 
for orchestra, Pau! Bunyan was heard 
at Columbia University in 1941, and as 
he himself put it was ‘politely spat at.’ 
The Sinfonia had been commissioned 
by the Japanese government to help 
celebrate the 2,600th anniversary of the 
Japanese Imperial Dynasty. But Japan 
rejected this work in November 1940 on 
the grounds that it was ‘too Christian" 
(though the international situation was 
probably a more important factor). 
Introduced by the New York Philhar- 
monic-Symphony under John Barbi- 
rolli, on March 29, 1941, it was a major 


success, 


In 1942, Britten decided to go 
home. The war was going badly for 
England. He felt he had to do what 
he could towards helping his stricken 
countrymen without sacrificing his 
ideals as a pacifist. While awaiting pas- 
sage to England, he attended a per- 
formance of his Sinfonia given by the 
Boston Symphony under Koussevitzky. 


The conductor approached Britten with 


the idea of writing a new opera. Brit- 
ten confessed that both the theatre and 
vocal music interested him greatly, not- 
withstanding his sad experience with 
Paul Bunyan. Koussevitzky gave him a 
commission through his Foundation. 


Back in England, Britten appeared 
hefore the Tribunal of Conscientious 
Objectors and was exempted from all 
military duty. But he was ready and 
willing to do his part out of uniform. 
He performed in hospitals, bomb-proof 
shelters, bombed-out villages. During 
this period he worked on his new opera 
for the Koussevitzky Foundation, That 
opera was Peter Grimes. 


The date of its world premiére, 
June 7, 1945, will surely loom large in 
the musical histories of the future, both 
for its importance as a musical event 
and for its dramatic interest. The Sad- 
lers Wells Theatre in London, where 
this premiére took place, had been 
closed since the evening of September 
7, 1940, when Nazi incendiary bombs 
disturbed a performance of Faust. The 
house itself was not hit, and the opera 
was not interrupted. But because of the 
great damage done to the surrounding 
area, the management decided to sus- 
pend operations. When the war ended 
in Europe, however, the management 
lost no time in reopening the theatre. 
So momentous an occasion—the re- 
sumption of operatic activity after a 
hiatus of five years; and the celebration 
of victory in the war—called for ‘some- 
thing special’ in the way of an opera.

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The ‘something special’ was a new 
opera by a young composer who, though 
only thirty-one years old, was already 
spoken of as the new hope of English 
music. It was the first new English 
opera seen in London in several years, 
and automatically it became the big 
musical event of the year. 


Anticipation ran so high that there 
were some who doubted that the opera 
could possibly live up to expectations. 
T'wenty-four hours before curtain time 
the queues sprouted in front of the 
theatre. Long before the zero hour, all 
tickets had been sold, not only for the 
premiére but also for all subsequent 
scheduled performances.

Anyone who lives in Florida knows 
that some allowances must be made for 
the climate in return for the advantages 
it offers. One of the considerations, for 
example, is mildew. This house com- 
bats it by exposing as much of the ex- 
terior as possible to the sunlight, Since 
the sun itself is strong enough to fade 
curtains made of a printed fabric, split- 
bamboo curtains are used on all of the 
window walls except those facing north. 
Then, there are the shifting breezes 
which can make or break a patio such 
as this one, depending on the position 
of the house (described on page 155). 
Provisions must also be made for sud- 
den chilly days (even in Florida), so 
electric heaters that operate by thermo- 
stat or manually were installed in each 
room. On such occasions, the fireplace 
also comes in handy. With the excep- 
tion of the trees that were left un- 
touched on the site, scare а stone 
was left unturned to make this an ideal 
pavilion for living in Florida.

И you are one of the 25 million 
people in America who are overweight, 
you've undoubtedly read plenty of 
books on weight reduction and found 
that none of them gave a magic method 
for losing weight without dieting; you 
may have tried half a dozen brands of 
small pellets supposed to be appetite 
depressors (most of them give me an 
appetite) ; and you've certainly been 
on and off a dozen diets, each supposed- 
ly wonderful and probably none of 
sfying. 


them quite sat 


You might as well face it—you're 
fat-prone. It's not pleasant to contem- 
plate, but it's a fact. There's no reason 
in the world, however, why you can't 
eat foods that taste well while you're 
losing weight and continue to cat them 
when you've reached the weight you 
should be. You needn't be a martyr be- 
and you 


cause you're overweight, 


needn't give up delicious foods. 


What you must do is find out why 
you're eating too much, Are you emo- 
tionally upset? Are you bored? Or are 
you from a family that (a) didn't hz 
enough foód when you were young, giv- 
ing you a feeling of insecurity, or (b) 
set such a good table that you ate far 
too many rich foods? Do you go to a 
great many parties and feel you've got 
to eat and drink everything that's of- 
fered? 


Whatever the reason, you must fol- 
low one cardinal rule: change your eat- 
ing habits, Sometimes you can do this 
yourself. Sometimes you'll have to con- 
sult a physician or a psychiatrist, The 
important thing is that you learn ap- 
petite control. Also, learn about foods 
and what they do to your body. 


To get thin, what you 
should, and stay that way, you must eat 
foods that are good for you. Curiously 
enough, those are the same foods that 


ye 


weigh 


are good for everyone. 


You'll want a protein and high vita- 
min diet to get thin, keep thin and stay 
well. Diets deficient in proteins and 
vitamins may lower your resistance to 
e your vitality, cause 
1 fatigue—and keep 


disease, decrea 
mental and phy: 
you from losing w 


There are no foods that are pure 
protein, so you must choose those that, 
along with their protein content, don’t 
contain too much fat or too many carbo- 
hydrates. Here, then, are the foods for 
you: 


Milk, preferably skimmed milk and 


buttermilk. Eggs. Cheeses (those 
marked ‘partly skimmed milk,’ cottage 
cheese, pot cheese, and  farmer's 
cheese).: Meat. Fish. Poultry. Soy 


beans. Gluten, soy and other very high 
protein breads, crackers and toast, but 
not too much of them. А few nuts—go 
easy here—they're high in protein but 
high in fats, too. The forbidden foods 
are sugars of all kinds, white flour, and 
foods with too much starch and fats. 


There's no need to be hungry while 
you're dieting. I like good food and 


generous portions. I couldn't diet other- 
wise. So I bought practically everything 
that health stores sold until I found 
a few things I liked. And Т experi- 
with recipes until I found 
dishes that tasted the way food should 
taste. I serve them to non-dieting 
friends who seem to like them, as well 
they might, for the foods are nutritious 
and taste good.

И your doctor advises it, you can 
go on a low-salt diet. At least you can 
keep the amounts of salt you use to a 
minimum. That means you do not add 
extra salt at table, but eat foods that 
contain natural salts. There are salt 
substitutes you can buy in drugstores 
which have medical approval. 


If you want to fry foods, try my 
‘dry fry’ method. Take a lump of but- 
ter about the size of a small walnut, 
put it in a piece of cheese cloth and 
keep it on ice, until you're ready to 
use it. Put a griddle over low heat 
and when it is just warm rub it with 
your butter swab. Not much butter will 
be used, but there will be enough for 
frying hamburgers, pancakes, eggs— 
whatever you like. 


Dieters can eat meat. Steaks, of 
course, are excellent. Broil them with- 
out adding any extra butter. Rub the 
steak with a bit of cut garlic before 
broiling. Add monosodium glutanate 
and a bit of salt or salt substitute. 


Pot roasts are good for you, too. 
If you like, let the meat marinate, in 
a mixture of vinegar and water, with 
onions, garlic. 's added, for 24 
hours before cooking. Sear the meat, 
add one cup tomatoes or tomato juice, 
onions, a bit of garlic, a carrot. Stew 
the pot roast over a low fire or in a 
cooker until tender. Let it 
cool and scrape off all the fat that has 
collected; enough fat will stay in the 
meat for health. You can the 
roast cold, if you like, or reheat it 
in the now fat-free gravy.

You can improve hamburgers, too. 
To every pound of hamburger, add 1⁄4 
cup soy flour or special self-raising 
gluten flour, and two heaping table- 
spoons of wheat germ. If you like 
onions, chop one fine and add to the 
mixture. Half a chopped green pepper 
should be added to each pound of meat. 
Then add one beaten egg or less than 
% cup of skimmed milk plus one table- 
spoon of dried skim milk powder. Make 
into balls and mash flat in your hand. 
Cook on a griddle. Or stew in tomato 
juice with a bit of white wine. 


Chicken, broiled, baked, or stewed 
in tomato juice with onion, garlic, and 
a little white wine makes a fine dish 
for the dieter. Nearly all kinds of fish 
are also excellent diet fare. 


All vegetables are good for you, 
with the possible exception of beans. 
If you like chili or baked beans, sub- 
stitute soy beans for the navy or kidney 
beans usually used. You'll get more

Cooked and raw vegetables can be 
used in salads, I like to serve mine 
a big round chop plate instead of a 
bowl. You can give guests and yourself 
a choice of salad dressings, and the 
left-overs are not limp. Vary the salad 
plates according to the season and 
your taste. You might make an attrac 
tive plate with a layer of endive on 
the outside, then a layer of sliced to- 
mato, next sliced green pepper and 
cucumbers, and a mound of grated car- 
rots in the center, Or use curly lettuce 
as the outside ring, then tomatoes, cu- 
cumbers, and boiled green beans, either 
marinated or plain, in the center. 


I have two favorite non-fattening 
salad dressings. For the first, use: 
1 Ib. cottage che 
2 cups buttermilk 
1 cup cide 
1 clove 


vinegar 

garlic 

Pinch of herbs, soy sauce, and salt (or 
salt substitute) 


Blend these in an electric mixer. 
For a thicker dressing, dissolve one 


envelope unflavored gelatin in M, cup 
water, and add to the mixture. You 


can use this dressing as imitation Hol- 
landaise sauce, too, and for fruit or 
vegetable salad. 


The second dressing halves the 
ipe above, and to this I add an equal 
quantity of tomato juice and thicken 
with gelatin. i with 
shrimps or crabmeat as a first course. 
Both of these dressings keep well in the 
refrigerator. 


his is excellent 


are the usual stumbling 
block for dieters. Most substitute sweets 
do not taste good, so the dieter goes 
off the diet, and loses all values of it. 
There are excellent fruits canned with- 
out sugar and, of course, fresh fruits 
are extremely nourishing and health 
ful if you do not eat too many. You can 
also make preserves of fruits in season, 
stewed, thickened with unflavored ge 
tin and sweetened with saccharine or 
sucaryl. 


Sweets 


With jelly or preserves I like cream 
cheese. Real cream cheese has a high 
fat content. I make an excellent sub- 
stitute and use it for practically every- 
thing. as a spread, with fruit, or with 
vegetables: 


1 1р. cottage or pot cheese 

1 cup buttermilk 

Butter flavor—a few drops 
Salt or salt substitute 

1 envelope unflavored gelatin 


Dissolve the gelatin in part of the 
buttermilk. Heat until gelatin is dis- 
solved. Then add the other ingredients 
and put in mixer until smooth to the 
consistency of cream, 


You can make a delicious cheese 
spread by halving the mixture above 


and adding М pound Roquefort or 


Cheddar cheese, a bit of garlic, some 
Worcestershire or soy sauce, and a tea- 
spoonful of mustard. These spreads 
improve with age, and contain far less 
fat content than if the cheese was used 
in its original form. You can use the 
spreads to stuff celery or mix them with 
non-fattening salad dressing for vege- 
table dips. 


As a substitute for whipped cream, 
I sprinkle two envelopes of unflavored 
gelatin into 2 cups of fat-free skimmed 
milk and beat it steadily for a few min- 
utes, Put the mixture over a low flame 
and heat until it is lukewarm and the 
gelatin is melted, and keep on beating 
all the while, Then add a sugar sub- 
stitute and a bit of vanilla. You can 
use this recipe a» a topping for gela- 


tin desserts, as a dessert itself, or with 
fruit. И you store it in the refrigerator 
before dinner, beat it again in half an 
hour, or it will ‘settle’ and form a layer 
of gelatin at the bottom. 


Another dessert I like is made with

There is a final word for the stum- 
bling blocks dieters are likely to en- 
counter. Show your strength of char- 
acter by staying away from fattening 
foods at parties. Instead of alcoholic 
or high-sugar drinks, substitute one 
of the new low-calorie drinks which 
are made in flavors of ginger ale, root 
beer, wild cherry, cream soda, and cola. 
Stay away from candy and go on a hunt 
for non-fattening foods. You'll find it 
rewarding and exciting and you'll be 
gaining strength, a good figure, and ap- 
petite control. You'll soon find that, 
instead of some dread punishment, ге- 
ducing can be an adventure in good 


eating.

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How to use modern chemicals to

Although insect and disease con- 
trol is probably the most unpleasant 
phase of gardening, it is absolutely es- 
sential for success. The job of com- 
batting pests appears even more difficult 
when one realizes that a single kind of 
plant may be subject to a dozen or more 
different kinds of insects, fungi and 
bacteria. In addition, it seems that there 
are almost as many proprietary sprays 
and dusts on the market as there are 
pests and diseases! 


It is not surprising, then, that be- 
ginners and even some oldtimers are 
sometimes confused as to which pests 
are really important to control and 
what material should be used to combat 
them. But the job will not be half as 
formidable if one endeavors to learn 
something about the nature of plant 
and of the materials used to 
destroy them. 


pests 


Types of insects 


Not too many years ago the garden- 
er first had to know the type of insect 
at hand before dec 
use. 


iding what spray to 


"or control purposes, insects are 


classified as chewing or sucking insects, 
depending on the function of their 
mouthparts, The former chew and swal- 
low plant parts such as leaves, flowers, 
stems, fruits or roots, The latter suck 
out vital juices of the plant parts, caus- 
ing yellowing, wilting, distortion and 
death. 


This information is still needed 
where the gardener plans 10 use any of 
the older types of insecticides. For e 
ample, a chewing insect can be killed 
by applying arsenate of lead, a stomach 
poison, to the infested plant. Sucking 
insects, like aphids and young scales, 
are best controlled with a contact in- 
secticide such as nicotine sulfate. 


Fortunately for the modern gar- 
dener, many of the newer insecticides 
not only act as stomach poisons but 
also kill by contact. Hence they are 
equally effective against both chewing 
and sucking insects. Moreover many 
of them last longer once applied to the 
plants and consequently need to be used 
far less frequently than the old-fash- 
ioned kinds. 


Mites becoming important 


In addition to true insects the gar- 
dener has to cope with tiny spiderlike 
pests known as mites. These eight- 
legged sucking creatures are becoming 
increasingly prevalent and troublesome. 
Many different kinds exist. Some con- 
fine their feeding to a single plant 
species. Others, like the red spider 
mite and the spruce mite, attack a wide 
variety of plants. 


Because most of the insecticides 
described below are not effective 
against mites, specially developed ma- 
terials such as Aramite 15 WP, Dimite, 
Ovotran 50WP and Sulphenone must 
be used to combat them. 


The gardener should not wait un- 
til heavy infestations are visible on 
evergreens in late June and July before 
resorting to one of these mite-killers. 
Susceptible evergreens such as hem- 


lock, spruce and pine should be sprayed 
by late May to forestall infestation. 


New insecticides 


The most important newcomer in 
the field of insect control for the home 
gardener in 1953 is the organic phos- 
phate developed by the American Cy- 
anamid Company known by the com- 
mon name Malathon. This chemical is 
said to have high insect-killing power 
and a low order of toxicity to man, pets 
and plants, It appears to be especially 
effective many of the *hard- 
to-kill’ insects. Young and adult stages 
of mealy bugs, for example, can be 
controlled by a single spray containing 
an ounce of 50 per cent Malathon emul- 
sion in three gallons of water. Euony- 
mous scale, another hard-to-kill insect, 
can be controlled with a spray contain- 
ing four ounces of this material in three 
gallons of water. ^n excellent insecti- 
cide, Malathon also kills mites. 


against 


It is packaged by many formulators 
of insecticides under their own brand 
names, as for example Black Leaf 50% 
Malathon Spray, Du Pont Malathon 
and Miller Malathon. 


DDT, perhaps the best known of 
the new insecticides, is recommended 
Гог use on trees, shrubs and other in- 
edible plants. It rarely injures plants or 
birds unless used repeatedly and in 
heavy doses. The best kind for average 
garden use are the so-called wettable 
powders which contain 50 or 75 per cent 
actual DDT, In an oil emulsion, DDT is 
used to control bark beetles in elms, 
which spread the dreaded Dutch elm 
disease fungus. DDT sprays are also 
effective against borers in apple, birch, 
dogwood, lilac, mountain ash and peach. 
A pound of the 50 per cent wettable 
powder or a pint of the 25 per cent 
emulsion in 25 gallons of water is the 
recommended dose. Two applications at 
two-week intervals nece 
good control of borers. State entomolo- 
gists will supply, on request, the date of 
the first application for each pest. 


are ry for 


Methoxychlor, a close relative of 
DDT, controls very much the same in- 
sects, including Japanese beetles, as 
does DDT. Because it is less toxic to 
humans, it can be used close to harvest 
time on fruits and vegetable: 


Chlordane, another of the recently 
developed insecticides, is strikingly ef- 
fective against a wide variety of pe 
It controls most soil-inhabiting kinds 
including ants, Japanese beetle grubs, 
root maggots, chinchb 
and white grubs. A pound of 5 per cent 
chlordane dust will treat from 200 to 
700 square feet of garden soil or lawn, 
depending on the pests to be controlled. 
Chlordane is poisonous but far less so 
than most of the newer insecticides. It 
is sold both in dust and liquid form un- 
der a great number of trade names, in- 
cluding Acme Chlordane Dust, Black 
Leaf Chlordane, Dowklor, Miller Chlor- 
dane Dust and Synklor.

Lindane wettable powder in six gallons 
of water, It is sold in varying concen- 
trations in both liquid and dust form 
under such trade names as Acme 5 per 
cent Lindane Spray, Black Leaf 10 per 
cent Lindane, Miller Lindane Spray 
and Ortho Isotox with Lindane. 


Old reliables still with us 


Though it is easy to get е 
about the newer insecticides, it is well 
to remember that many of the long- 
used insecticides are still available and 
still do a good job of controlling cer- 
tain pests. Rotenone sprays and dusts 
are popular and effective against chew- 
ing insects which infest edible crops. 
Moreover, unlike many of the newer 
kinds, they are relatively non-poisonous 
humans and Beans, lettuce, 
spinach and many other food plants 
may be safely sprayed with rotenone 
dusts or sprays such as Acme Garden 
Guard, Japellent, Japrocide, Miller 
V-75 and Red Arrow Dust.

Pyrethrin-containing sprays, also 
among the least toxic to humans and 
pets, are available under such trade 
names as D-X Insect Spray, Wilson's 
Awine and Red Arrow Garden Spray. 


Lead arsenate, another old-timer, 
is still widely used to control chewing 
insects on inedible plants such as shade 
trees and shrubs. Nicotine sulfate, sold 
most commonly under the trade name, 
Black Leaf-40, is still an excellent con- 
tact insecticide, particularly when com- 
bined with soapy water and when used 
outdoors on very warm days. 


Disease control 


The diagnoses of diseases and their 
control is far more difficult to achieve 
than is insect control. One reason for 
this is that the gardener cannot see the 
agents (fungi, bacteria and viruses) 
that cause diseases. 


All that one sees is the end re- 
sult—leaf blights, stem rots, 
stunting and death. By the time such 
symptoms are evident, it usually is too 
late to do much about it. Hence suc- 
cessful control of the great majority of 
plant diseases rests largely on the prac- 
tice of prevention—to stop them before 
they get started—by spraying a protec- 
tive coating of a chemical over the 
leaves and stems. 


spots, 


It is necessary to apply disease- 
preventing sprays on plants that are 
annually susceptible to destructive dis- 
eases. Roses, for example, are sub- 
ject to black spot and mildew fungi 
year in and year out. A regular spraying 
program must be adopted to keep these 
fungi in check. Apple trees are subject 
to so many insects and fungi that it is 
virtually impossible to produce worm- 
less, blemish-free fruits without spray- 
ing the trees nearly a dozen times each 
season. 


Many fungicides available 


Many excellent are 
available for use against fungus and 
bacterial diseases of leaves and stems. 
These fall into 4 main groups, depend- 


fungicides 


ing on their active ingredient—sulfur, 
copper, mercury and the carbamates. 


Generally speaking, mildews and 
the true rust diseases best con- 
trolled with sulfur sprays or dusts, 
Fungus leaf spots and blights, and bac- 
terial diseases are best prevented with 
copper or mercury sprays. The carba- 
mates are most effective against such 
leaf spotting diseases as black spot of 
roses and scab of apple leaves and fruits.

is Ferbam, sold under trade names such 
as Carbamate, Fermate, Ferradow Kar- 
bam and Nu-Leaf Black Fungicide. 


Combination sprays excellent 
So-called combination or all-pur- 


pose sprays are available to the busy 
who does not want to bother 


gardene 
mixing three or four separate ingre- 
dients, or who wants to reduce the num- 
ber of spray applications. Most of these 
combination sprays contain sulfur, fer- 
bam, rotenone and either DDT or meth- 
oxychlor. A few contain other ingredi- 
ents such as ziram (the zinc relative of 
ferbam) and lindane. 


Most of them can be used to con- 
trol insects and fungi in the vegetable 
garden, the flower garden and on fruit 
trees, Among the trade names under 
which they are sold are: Acme All 
Round Spray, ACP Fruit Spray, Bonide 
Tree Tox, Botano DeLuxe, Du Pont 
Floral Dust, Du Pont Fruit Tree Spray, 
Ortho Rose Dust, Ortho Home Orchard 
Spray, Pratt’s Fruit Tree Spray, Swift's 
End-o-Pest and Miller Rose Dust and 
Spray. 


Nearly all insecticides and many 
fungicides are toxic in varying deg 
to man and pets. Hence they should 
be handled, used and stored with great 
care. Labels and accompanying liter- 
ature should be read carefully and the 
warnings obeyed.

When adding chemical powders to 
tank, they should be poured 
with the wind so that they blow away 
from the gardener. During application, 


the spray 


the sprays or dust must be applied with 
the wind, not into it. Breathing of dust, 
spray, mist or vapor should be avoided 
and hands thoroughly washed with 
soapy water after the spray job is done. 


Four rules to observe 


Four principles should govern any 
successful pest control program. 
(1) Timeliness. The spray or dust must 
be on the plants before the start of 
the rainy periods in order to act as a 
protective barrier against the fungus 
parasites. 
(2) Thoroughness. All parts that are 
subject to attack, especially the under- 
sides of the leaves, must be covered 
with the insecticide or fungicide. 
(3) Good equipment. The right kind 
of spray tank or dust gun must be used. 
(4) Proper material. The type of fun- 
gus parasite or insect pest must be 
known before the correct fungicide or 
insecticide is applied. The use of one 
of the all-purpose. combination sprays 
minimizes the importance of rule four.

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Japanese iris 


Iris culture in Japan has an an- 
cient and noble history far exceeding 
that of any other flower in this flowery 
kingdom. To the uninitiated, the gor- 
ous and showy chrysanthemum typi- 
fies Japanese floriculture at its peak of 
perfection. From an historic viewpoint, 
however, it was the delicate iris, native 
to the hills and swamps of Japan, that 
claimed the attention of feudal lords 
and daimyos in the rare moments in be- 
g battles for their Shogun 
or Emperor. Culture of known iris varie- 
ties dates back more than 500 years; 


before that, various strains were well 
established in palace and castle gardens, 


Perhaps it was the simplicity of 
the flower that appealed to the austere 
of nobility, who made a cult of 
severe (although often luxurious) sim- 


taste 


plicity. Cultivation of a new variety, 
among the ancient court nobles, was not 
only an aesthetic pleasure; it was of- 
ten considered an act of loyalty on the 
part of a lesser daimyo to breed a new 
and more perfect flower for his lord. 
Thus this lowly plant even had political 
ificance because it was often used 


| as delicate bribery or subtle tribute. 


In more modern times, iris culture

Most breeders have complicated 
and secret methods of iris propagation, 
involving carefully planned fertilization 
of the soil with a series of chemical and 
natural fertilizers. Although the plants 
grew originally in mountain 
m and enjoy a moist, sunny lo- 
cation best of all, they can be grown 
successfully in dry soil with properly 
spaced irrigation. According to such 
outstanding experts as Toichi Itoh, the 
original planting should be done in a 
mixture of 100 parts farm soil, 20 parts 
manure, 1 part dust. The 
plant is transplanted late in summer 
after all blooms have finished. It is then 
fertilized with fish meal, rapeseed meal, 
ammonium sulphate, superphosphate, 
plant ash, potassium chloride, and cow

This procedure is followed by 
expert breeders, but simple instructions 
for successful growing of the plants 
include the following directions: plants 
are set out in June or July, with the first 
fertilization in early September, accord- 
ing to the need of the plants.

On a few feet of 
solid concrete foundation, bastioned up 
from the sidewalk, he had brought in 
the precious soil which he scientifically 
fed and watered. The roses were his 


| reward; the small place was a mass of 
bloom and certainly it was a lesson in 
diet, Each individual bloom, each indi- 
vidual bush was as well nigh perfec- 
tion as any professional could wish. 


At Breeze Hill in Harrisburg, Dr. 
Horace McFarland's two-and-a-half- 
acre garden contained one of the All 
America Rose Test gardens, plus a very 
beautiful small rose garden. There was 
a ring of roses, a dense mass of gor- 
geous color-scented bloom at the center, 
surrounded with circular beds radiat- 
ing outwards to the final surround of 
climbing roses, trained into a series of 
arches forming the outer ring.

| collection of plant photographs num- 
bering some 50,000, Many of them were 
taken in his own garden where he grew 
plants from all over the world as well 
as his roses. What perhaps is not gen- 
erally known is that he was credited 
with saving the natural beauties of 
Niagara Falls from commercial ex- 
ploitation. 


After I had been to Breeze Hill, 
I went to see the Hershey rose gardens 


near Harrisburg. These are among 
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America's largest rose gardens, con- 
taining 000 plants in wide 
variety. I stayed awhile among the old 
roses, and smiled, as | expect most peo- 
ple do, at the comic likeness the 
Crested Moss bud bears to Napoleon's 
hat. I liked immensely the way that 
incomparable single yellow rose Mer- 
maid was used as a ground cover 
around the central pool, so that one 
could look down on the open yellow 
saucers with their fine boss of stamens 
lying among the shiny leaves.

It takes a great deal of courage 
and devotion to grow roses well on the 
eastern seaboard. Not only have the 
bushes to be heavily protected in win- 
ter, but all through their flowering they 
demand the maximum of attention, 
Black spot is а scourge, but the dreaded 
and loathsome beetle is 
Enemy Number One. It is а positively 
repulsive pest, clustering around a rose

bloom, chewing it to tatters, as ants will 
swarm to a dead mouse. Constant spray- 
ing is the only thing that keeps it at 
bay, that and picking off the beetles by 
hand and dropping them in saltwater. 


Roses not only need a tremendous 
amount of attention to keep them 
healthy and producing 
but the flower itself is far more ephe- 
meral than in England. The rose that 
opens with the light is full at noon, and 
faded by nightfall. In the little garden 
at Robert Pyle's, we would pick them 
early before the sun was high and de- 
lay their opening in the refrigerator. By 
evening we arranged them and they 
opened slowly, lasting one or even two 
days indoors in full bloom.

One evening I went to see Mrs. 
Dutton, the flower arrange- 
alist, to find out what she 
thought about arranging roses. 


Golden Rapture (known in Europe 
as Geheimrat Duisberg) was Mrs. 
Dutton's favorite rose for dinner ar- 
rangements, although I know she much 
admired the intensely fragrant and 
long-stemmed red rose, Charles Mal- 
lerin, whose petals are even more vel- 
vety than those of Amy Quinard. 


How did she make roses last? She 
told me she cut them the day before she 
needed them, placing them overnight in 
cold water. 


‘I say to people,’ she added, ‘please 
do not take the thorns from your rose 
stems if you want them to last. 
is beautiful with its thorns and leaves.

You must love your roses *well and 
always Dean Hole had written; both 
in and out of bloom the year through 
you must love them. Certainly America 
loves her roses.
